He showed himself 
willing to allow that foreigners are 


in enterprises with foreign machinery, 
with the view of teaching the Chi 
nese to gradually oust foreigners. His 
opposition to foreigners has the same 
basis as that of the literati generally; 
the foreigner is not personally an 
object of hatred to them ; but he should 
be expelled, if possible, because he is 
a subversive element, and he wants 
to impair the authority of Confucius 
aud the sages. ‘The Chinese conserva- 
tives would have no objection to 
foreigners if they would confine them- 
selves to acting Caliban to the Chinese 
Prospero, to doing the hard mechanical 
work of the country ; and we find Chang 
Chih-tung himself very much liked by 
the foreigners he employs in his mills 
and factories; but when they assume 
to introduce a higher morality anda 






purer religion than those that have 
(served China for 2,000 years and more, 
ithey must be expelled. The Viceroy 
of Hukuang is full of these prejudices ; 
but he is not an unjust man, and 
{he is acute enough to see that when 
the Throne enjoins the toleration of 
the foreigner aud his religion, he must 
put aside his private predilections; and, 
we may well add, he is too bent,on doing 
his duty, not to carry out the Throne’s 
orders. The memorial on the settle- 
ment of the Wusueh outrages, which 
will be found in another column, is a 
very characteristic production. It is a 
{dry, judicial, statement, with none of 
the obviously insincere effusiveness that 
we remarked in the recent memorial by 
the Nanking Viceroy. It does,not ex- 
tenuate the injury done to foreigners 
and their property, except that it does 
not mention that the only refuge the 
unfortunate ladies and children could 
find was in a labourer’s hut. While 
allowing that there was some pretext 
for the rot in the appetranco outside 
| the town of Wusueh of ‘a man carrying 
| four children which he said he was,taking 
to the Catholic orphanage at Kiukiang, 
| it does not attempt to excase the 
| depravity of the two men. who have been 
executed for starting the riot. ‘The 
missionaries themselves allow, we believe, 
that the riot at Wusueh was not planned 
or premeditated, and they so far agree 
with the memorial, but they naturally 
take a more severe view of the conduct 
of the officials than Chang Chih-tung 
does. It must be remembered that he 
has no love himself for foreigners, and 
he probably in his heart has little 
sympathy for the sufferers by the riot 
at Wusueh ; what he has done he says 
himself that he has done under the 
instructions contained in the Imperial 
Decree of the 13th of June... We know 
thet Consul Gardner was very much 
dissatisfied with the first enquiry at 
Wusueh, and we therefore read with 
satisfaction that “the severe sen- 
tences passed in accordance with the 
{law upon the various criminals were 
officially communicated through the 
‘Taotai to the British Consul who, in 
acknowledging the receipt, of the des- 
patch on the subject, stated that they 
| ‘vere all just and adequate, and that he 
had no objections: to. offer. to them.” 
Two men, who confessed to murdering 
‘Messrs. Argent and Green by stabbing 
them several times with knives have 
been executed. We must presume that 
| this “stabbing several times with 4 
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knife” is a common fons, for it did not 
appear that that was how the poor 
victims were killed at all, and it is 
certain that there were many more than 
two men directly implicated in the kill- 
ing. Some of the other confessed rioters 
have been banished to the frontier, a 
severe punishment if it is really carried 
out, and some of those who only looted 
received eighty blows each. ‘The Makou 
magistrate has been removed from office 
and deprived of his button, and the 
sub-prefect, who was really ovly an 
inspector of embankments aud was uot 
an executive officer at all, has been 
superseded. ‘his makes up the tale of 
ninishments inflicted, in which the 
ceroy has not erred on the side of 
excess. 
It is satisfactory to see that the 
Viceroy accepts without a murmur the 
inciple that compensation money must 
be paid. He calls the death of two 
umoffending men, Messrs. Argent. and 
Green, who ouly weut to render help at 
the fire they saw burning, “exceedingly 
sad,” aud he agrees to give their families 
$20,000 each. It is very interesting to 
note that he, unintentionally no doubt, 
gives strong evidence against the author 
of the Defensio Populi in what he says 
of the relations between the missionaries 
and the people. No ill-feeling has 
ever existed,” he says, “between the 
missionaries at Wusueh and the people 
of the town, und the present in- 
stance, the riot in which the mission 
property was destroyed, arose from 
suspicions and false rumours which had 
no connection with them, and was in 
no way caused by the missionaries.” 
Accordingly, he considers it right that 
$25,000 shonld be given the missions 
as compensation for the property de- 
stroyed. Farther, by asking that the 
collection of children for the Christian 
orphanages should be suspended only 
until things have quieted down, the 
Viceroy practically confesses that there 
is nothing objectionable in the practice 
itself. He confirms the missionaries’ 
assertions that the lying placards and 
pamphlets, of which so much has already 
been said, prepared the way for all these 
riots ; ‘and he has issued stringent in- 
structions to all his subordinates that 
the circulators of these malicious incite- 
ments shall be arrested and severely 
punished. ‘The memorial in which this 
ocours is indited by Chang Chih-tung 
“in conjunction with his colleague 
‘Tan Chi-hsiin, the Governor of Hupeh ;” 
and we know now who by his own 
confession is the head disseminator as 
well as author of these lying placards 
and pamphlets, He is a inan of 
the rank of Taotai, a personal friend 
of Governor ‘Ian ; and if the Viceroy 
is sincere, and the government is really 
anxious to keep the peace, this man, 
Chou-han (uot Chen-han) should be 
already in prison in Wuchang. If no- 
thing is done to Mr. Chou-han, we shall 
know that the Chinese government 
would rather run the risk of offending 
all the Foreign powers than its own 
one province of Hunan,

THE ECONOMIST ON THE 
SITUATION. 

1 28th Oct. 
We have already mentioned the article 
in the Economist of 12th September on 
“The Situation in China ;” but we feel 
so much respect for the Hconomist's 
editorial articles, distinguished as they 
| usually are by their moderation,common 
sense, and evident intention to be im- 
partial, that we are auxious to examine 
it a little more in detail. ‘The opening 
sentences of the article are as follows : 
“ It is right enough, and, indeed, unavoi- 
dable, that armed ships of all’ nations 








should be hurrying to China, for the 
Chinese mob, when excited, often needs 
to be overawed, and recognises no diffe- 
rences among the white men, but we 
hope our representatives in Peking have 
instructions to be strictly moderate. It is 
necessary to secure the personal safety 
of Europeans, including missionaries, 
whose right of teaching is guaranteed 
by treaties, and heartily as well as 
wublicly acknowledged by the Chinese 
‘oreign Office, and by the Emperor 
himself ; but besides this, we greatly 
doubt whether theGovernment of Peking 
is not on this occasion sincere, aud it 
has a most difficult part to play.” There 
is a party in China, we are told, which 
is hostile to foreigners, and uses the 
prejudices of the mob, leaguing itself 
on this occaio n with the secret societies 
which are hostile to the ‘Tartar throne. 
From time to time this party resorts to 
Violence, using the foundling asyluins as 
a pretext. ‘I'he central government 
when appealed to does not know what 
to do, It has no prejudices against 
missionaries, aud it is permanently 
anxious to see order preserved ; it dreads 
using troops against the people, and it 
fears a contlict with the societies, “lest 
the great Nationalist party should take 
up arms.” Foreigners are naturally 
exasperated at the indecision and dila- 
toriness of the government, “and they 
press for measures which might, if adop- 
ted, bring on civilwar. ‘hey are often 
in ‘the right, Chinese revolutionaries 
constantly yielding when they are faced, 
bat in pressing such measures they 
nevertheless run a great risk, for if the 
populace is greatly irritated the civil 
war may begin, and if it does, the 'I'rea- 
sury will soon be empty, trade will be 
stopped, aud the misery of the insurgent 
districts, which during the Taiping 
movement was beyond description, will 
be reflected in all Consular ports.” 
There is strong presumptive evidence, 
the Economist goes on to say, that the 
government is siucere in its endeavour 
to put down the riots and protect for- 
eigners, and it will be more severe than 
it has been already “as soon as it can 
collect sufficient reliable troops.” This 
is very difficult, because it has never 
had a properly armed trustworthy cen- 
tral force. If we believe in the sincerity 
of the government, we should assist it 
rather than attempt to coerce it : “it is 
uot our interest to bring down a ricketty 
old tower on everybody's head.” Then 
the Lconomist turns to its second and 
stronger reason for moderation, the un- 
certainty of the maintenance of an 
honest accord between the Powers. 
Russia, as has been often affirmed, will 
not go to war with China until her 
Siberian railway is finished, and France 
has a close understanding with Russia. 
The conclusion of the article we have 
already quoted in our review of the 
mail papers. 
‘The Economist then holds that China 
must not be pressed, (1) because of her 
weakness, (2) because Russia is not to 
be depended on. Now, as we have said 
before, it is very difficult to get at the 
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real truth of things in China. Weform 
opinions, and every now and then a fact 
turns up to confirm our opinions ; but 
certainties are hard to arrive at. But 
we doubt very much if the central go- 
vernment is so weak, or has so much 
difficulty in preventing and punishing 
outrage, as it finds it convenient to 
wretend to be the case. That the people 
have any hatred for foreigners generally 
or missionaries specially, there is no 
proof whatever: there is no proof that 
the Christian converts are specially 
disliked among their neighbours. Iu the 
specious memorial which we published 
yesterday morning, Chang Chih-tung 
says that “the ordinary people and the 
adherents of the foreign faith had long 
lived in harmony” at Wusueh, and this 
is generally the case in China. We do 
not, in fact, believe that the populace 
would be irritated by the central govern- 
ment’s using strong measures ; all that 
the populace in China want is to be left 
alone to earn their living and live their 
lives as their fathers did before them. 
Again, it is very doubtful if the secret 
societies are as powerful as fear has 
made them out to be this year, aud if 
they are working for the overthrow of 
the Manchn dynasty ; it is suspicious 
that the Chinese Minister to London 
accepted so readily the theory that the 
riots were due to these societies. It 
has been pointed out as remarkable by 
several of our correspondents, that in 
the riots and the placards and pamphlets 
which encouraged them, not a word has 
been written nor an act doue ugainst the 
central government. ‘here is therefore 
no certainty that vigorous measures for 
the protection of foreigners would lead 
to anarchy. ‘The central government 
never will have, as long as the present 
system lasts, a “ mobile and trustworthy 
central force,” because it has no money 
to pay it with, and would be afraid 
of such a force if it had it: while if 
the cordial assistance that the Zconomist 
proposes that we should give to the 
central government weregiven openly, the 
Emperor would be more discredited than 
by au unsuccessful war with foreigners. 
He dares not go down to posterity as 
having called in the aid of foreigners to 
coerce his own people. We insist that, 
largely decentralised as China is, we 
will hold the central government res- 
ponsible for offences against us commit 
ted in the provinces ; aud it is idle for 
us then to be tender to the central go- 
vernment, because its hold on the pro- 
vinces is so precarious. The position 
is this ; that peace is only preserved at 
the ports on the river by the presence 
of a lage number of foreign ien-of- 
war, the health of whose crews suffers 
seriously when engaged on this river 
police duty: yet we all know that if 
those gunboats were withdrawn, new 
riots might break out at once, the 
officials not having been made by the 
central government to see that it is to 
their interest not to allow them to 
‘break out. Some active demonstration 
is required that will impress the Chi- 
nese from the Viceroys down with the 





_ conviction that it is a very dangerous 
' thing to injure foreign life and property. 

fe are not much moved by the 
apprehension that an active demon- 
stration would overstrain the accord 
between the Powers. Russia can be 
allowed to stand out, if she has private 
reasons for keeping on good terms with 
China at present; but there is no 
reason to suspect the Jona fides of 
France, who has suffered most at the 
_ hands of the rioters, and who may be 
relied on not to draw back ifshe entered 
on joint action with us. here is a 
general impression among even the 
soberest observers here that we shall 
see another outbreak next spring, if this 
year’s outrages are passed over ; and 
ithe position of foreigners will be so 
;Inuch the worse if the Jiterati and 
gentry make up their minds, as they 
{will do, that foreigners are afraid of 
‘them, and the ‘I'sungli Yamén thinks 
it has averted its trouble by dividing 
the Powers. A little firmness now 
might obviate the use of much force 
hereafter. 








| THE END OF THE DULL SEASON 
29th Oct. 

‘Te familiar poetical idea of nature in 
her varying moods displaying sympathy 
with the varying moods of men has been 
strikingly suggested during this year’s 
dull season in Shanghai. In all’ com- 
munities there happeus once a year a 

riod of social stagnation—a time of 
inactivity—a respite from the round of 
pleasures—a breathing space—a fast ; 
and in none is it more needed and felt 
than in ours. ‘The life of many a sleepy 
provincial town at home sees little 
change even when Lent forbiddingly 
frowns upon all sorts and conditions of 
social mirth and jollity. ‘There is so 
little taking place as'a rule that a 
little less makes no difference. With 
us, on the other hand, so much 
goes on, that a drowsy time of do- 
nothinguess is inevitably felt by all. 
Desirable in all communities, such a 
season becomes almost a necessity here. 
Our ustal pace is bound to tire, Iu- 
cessant gaiety needs must pall. More- 
over the striking contrast between 
summer habits and winter customs 
requires that we should have a peace- 
fal interval in which to adapt our- 
selves to the new conditions. From 
duck to thick tweed—from an almost 
unbearable sheet to a couple of welcome 
blankets—from long chairs and dolce 
[far niente to paper hunts and riding 
parties—from ouseboat dinners and 
bare necks in the Gardens to roaring 
fires and hot toddy, is a long ery. 


the dreary time has drizzled on. ‘Ihe 
burden of each man’s. sigh has been the 
burden of the old home song: 

With heigh-ho the wind and the rain, 

For the rain it raineth every day. 

At home no matter the weather there 
is always something in the landscape 
to console. Even chill October has a 
strange weird charm, and who is there 
would dream of setting the vagaries of 
September against. the glories of the 
foliage effects ? 

But here-vature has no scope : 

Autu i. g here and there 
A fiery finger on the leaves 
has nothing to work ov. What 
ca she make of the scraggy tree- 
lings that struggle for existence on 
our wind-swept bund? No! When 
nature turns glum on these mudd) 
flats the gloom is complete, ail 
enshrouding. But we have not often 
to complain of her, aud now, though 
mindful of the wisdom of the wit ‘who 
said “ never prophesy unless you know,” 
we venture to express the opinion that 
she is both brightening up aud settling 
down.

Once 
more on the Cross of St. Andrew is 
inscribed a Bul. ‘The Philharmonic 
bestirs itself; the A-D.C. shows signs of 
life ; the Literary and Debating is under 
way; dances are thought of; dinners 
are discuss in general there is a 
sense of stir—it is the beginning of the 
end of the dull season. By all the 
signs we should have a gay winter. 
‘True there are those who tell us the 
contrary, who point to the losses the 
community has sustained since the 
Spring by the departure of this person, 
the ill-health of that, the lassitude of 
the other; who mourn over “many a 
season fled” and tell us gloomily that 
their like will never come again. It 
would be easy often to answer these 
imists by reminding them of talent 
lately brought to light, of promising 
new arrivals,of certain “happy returus,” 
but it is not well to deny to mournful- 
minded men their ouly pleasure. We 
have listened to all this before. ‘The 
tones are familiar ; the words not new. 
We have seen such predictions falsified 
time after time. We shall see them 
falsified again. A week or two more 
and the strong tide of social activity 
will set in as strong as ever. ‘hen 
perchance with the inconsisteucy seem- 
ingly inherent in human nature, many 
of us uow looking forward will wit 
almost a yearning glance look back 
affectionately upon the greyness and 
gloom of one of the dullest dull seasons 
ever seen in Shanghai. 














"The time of change—the betwixt 
aud between—must necessarily be a 
dull season. his year it has been 
duller than usual, and nature has done 
all she could to help us to realise it. 
Grey skies have glowered and rained 
day after day, week after week. The 
seldom sun has only shone to tempt 
us out defenceless for a ducking. Now 
warm, now cold, but always damp,

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THE MASON CASE. 
30th Oct. 

‘Tis Mason episode has come, as many 
feared it would, to lame and impotent 
vonclusion: Mr. Mason has pleaded 
guilty, and the curiosity of those who 
felt that only a part of the truth had 
come out in the enquiry before the 
Magistrate, remains unsatisfied, and 
must always remain so. ‘The details of 
the episode are so fresh in every one’s 
recollection that it is unnecessary to 
repeat them. ‘I'here were three theories 
held to account for Mr. Mason’s action. 
Mr, Drummond wrote to us in Septem- 
ber last that it was clear in his opinion 
“that Mr. Mason is a monomaniac with 
Kolao Hui on the brain . . . that all 
his story is untrue, and that his actions 
have been caused by a morbid craving 
for notoriety, and a more or less insane 
vanity.” This is the first theory, which 
has been otherwise expressed in the 
asgertion that there was a stupendous 
and terrible conspiracy, beginning and 
ending in Mason. ‘he second theory 
was that a conspiracy leading to a re- 
bellion actually exists, with headquar- 
ters at Chinkiang or Nanking, of which 
Mason was either a wember or a tool, 
and which provided him with the funds 
which he speut in Hongkong, and this 
is the theory that underlies the state- 
ment read by Mr. Mason in Court. yes 
terday. But it will be noticed that 
there are so many discrepancies between 
that statement and those previously 
made by him voluntarily, fiat it is 
impossible to place much confidence in 
it. At the same time the anxiety shown 
by the Viceroy at Nanking to have 

lason prosecuted, lends some colour to 
this second theory. ‘The third theory 
is the one suggested by our correspon~ 
dent“ Open Byes” in his letter pub. 
lished in these columns on the 21st of 
September; that “the whole affair in 
which Mr. Mason has acted as a per- 
former of a part, has been got up in 
the interest of Chinese Government 
officials, by some designing person, or 
persons, clever enough to dupe some of 
the foreiguers employed for the pur- 
pose.” ‘Nhe Imperial Commissioner Lin 
urged on the Chinese government many 
years ago that they chould “attack 
barbarians with barbarians, control bar- 
batiaus by barbarians, and avail them- 
selves of the superiority of barbarians 
to master barbarians ;” and Mason is 
supposed to have been employed, wit- 
tingly or not, by the Chinese govern- 
ment in order to give them a weapon 
which they could use against the ineon- 
venient claims that foreign Powers were 
urging. At the first blush, this third 
theory seems almost fantastic, but it is 
widely held, and by men who have had 
a long and intimate acquaintance with 
Chinese methods. ‘They insist that it 
was obviously intended all along that 
the arms Mr. Mason brought up with 
him in the Chiywen should be discovered 
here, and they point to the fact that 
the Customs here received no less than 
three telegrams from Hongkong from 
different sources, warning them that 




















the arms were on board the Chiyuen. 
Tt is obvious too that the party which 
has gained most by the discovery is the 
Chinese government. It has been en- 
abled to prove to the foreign Ministers 
that there is a rebellion in conception 
which has fomented the riots for which 
it is being called to account, and that 
a subject or subjects of ove of the 
Powers which is pressing it most 
strenuously, are implicated in that 
rebellion. ‘The Crown Advocate men- 
tioned in his speech yesterday that the 
prosecution of Mason was in the first 
Instance instituted on behalf of the 
Chinese Government. ‘This does not, 
however, necessarily contradict the 
theory that Mason was the tool of that 
government. His prosecution would 
naturally be part of the programme. 
‘The Chinese government were anxious 
to show that there was a rebellious 
movement of some kind in the Yangtze 
valley, thus lightening their own re- 
sponsibility ; and they have succeeded, 
for we find the Crown Advocate saying : 
“his rising was about to take 
or there was danger or apprebension of 
it, and risings have taken place in the 
valley of the Yangtze accompanied by 
loss of life aud property. Now that 
is a serious matter. It is a serious 
matter to assist men who are engaged 
in such a conspiracy, and nothing the 
prisoner has said goes to show that he 
was not to assist them.” On the other 
hand the only evidence we have of 
the existence of such a conspiracy is 
Mason’s statements, with the slight 
confirmation that there was much excite- 
ment among the Chinese at Chinkiang 
when Mr. Mason arrived there with the 
dynamite. But if there was uo one at 
the back of Mason, how can we account 
for his engaging some twenty men in 
Hongkong, men who would look to him 
for their direction and support when 
they arrived here? It is hard to imagine 
that any one’s vanity or anxiety for 
notoriety would induce him to take 
such a burden as that on his shoulders. 
‘Those who have read the evidence 
and studied and talked over the case 
will form their own conclusious as to 
which of the three theories that we have 
uamed is the correct one. It is incre- 
dible that the Chinese government can 
be at the bottom of Mason's action. 
It is difficult to believe that if he was a 
member of a rebellious conspiracy, no 
other evidence of the existence of that 
conspiracy should be forthcoming ; and 
it is incredible that any man, not. 
actually insane, should go as far as 
Mason did simply that he might bring 
himself before the public, and get some 
relief from “four years’ monotony at 
an outport.” Mason's own explanations 
of his reasons for what he did contain 
somany discrepancies and contradictions 
that they are little guide: possibly time 
will reveal the trath; meanwhile it is a 
conundrum to which we have hardly 
yet the materials from which to forge a 
key. 
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Pexnars the most intereating to people in 
«hina of the weekly papers brought by the 
Natal will be the Iltustrated London News, 
the sketch on whose first page represents 
Sir Robert Hart in his den at Peking, from 
a drawing by Mr. Julius M. Price. We can 
well believe that Mr. Price’s original draw- 
ing of Sir Robert was a more faithful like- 
ness than the reproduetion in the Illnstrated, 
The drawing is accompanied by a column 
of interview with Sir Robert, which will 
have given people at home au idea of the 
enormous power wielded and responsibili- 
ties burne by the Inspector-General. There 
are not mauy wan wio could wield that 
power and bear those responsibilities as 
Sir Robert Hart does, and Mr, Price might 
well have said a little more about the high 
regard in which the LG., as he is affec- 
tiouately called, is universally held in China. 
‘The following ‘statement by Sir Robert, 
recorded by Mr. Price, contains, as we 
kuow, the opinion which he, an observer 
of unequalled opportuuities and unsur- 
passed scuteness, has lung held and has 
Often enuuciated : OF oue thing I feet 
convinced : that China, though certain} 
very many years behindlind is undoubted- 
ly ‘going whead—advaucing slowly, it is 
true, but still advancing and every step 
she ‘takes forward is a certain one, In 
spite of surgasm and adverse criticisun 
she adheres to her slow steady pace, aud 
so far has never receded a single step. 
As compared with Japau, she reminds me 
always of the old adage of the hare and 
the tortoise.” ‘The tortuise beat the hare 
once—in a fable—but the reptilin are still 
very much inferior to the manmalia, 

The most important news of the week 
was the story circulated by the newspapers 
all over the Continent, and eagerly repeat 
ed by Stock Exchange speculators, that the 
British Mediterranean squadron had Jand~ 
ed a force on x swall island near Mitylene, 
of which the telegrams have already told 
us something.

policy at the moment, to criticise the morality 
of our proceedings. ‘There was of course no 
truth iu the report, beyond the fact that an 
English squadron appears to have been exer- 
ising in the neighbourhood. Had anything 
serious been intended it would have been 
carried out at a point somewhat nearer the 
critical centre of anxiety than Mitylene. 
Without lending any credence to the view 
that the repoit Was started by our 
Foreign Office in order to remind Europe 
of our capacity to neutralise any uttempt of 
Russia to obtain a master position on the 
Bosphorus, we may recognise with the Stand- 
ard that the report may do some But 
the sensation it caused on the Continent is 
only another proof of the nervousness which 
is the most significant characteristic of the 
European situation at this juncture,

From further 
detail it appeared that torpedoes were shoul- 
dering the fish out of the neighbouring waters, 
and as the afternoon advanced there poured 
in from one Continental capit»! after another 
every sort of circumstantial and picturesque 
addition which—to quote from a source emni- 
nently appropriate to the oceasion—could 
end an air of verisimilitude to an otherwise 
bald and uninteresting narrative, Forthwith 
large sales of stuck were made on orders from 
Constantinople, prices which had been moving 
upwards suddenly fell, and even American 
Kails, for some obscure reason the tracing of 
which would be an interesting study in the 
intricacies of modern finance, reflected the 
goneral uneasiness with the inevitableness of 
natural law. 

To the public at large, as distin 
from the not small class which is 
interested, the newspaper heading ‘False 
Bourse Rimours,—Fall in Stocks” has some: 
thing irritating about it as well as deplorable. 
In this country we are not yet, as the United 
States aro. inthe grasp of « plitocracy., This 
kind of thing brings home to the public the 
humiliating extent to which it is under the 
domination of sinall cliques of irresponsible 
financiers. In England the unpleasant truth 
is only impressed on us in its international 
form. We know only too well that the whole 
trade of the country can be paralysed, and 
thousands of homes made miserable, by a 
crisis in the affairs of a single large business 
house, due to its own greed and recklesmess, 
Kut it requires a European spasm such as 
that of Monday, and the knowledge next 
morning that half a dozen excited nations 
whe shared it wore mere puppets in the hands 
of a few speculators, to bring home to us 
the real tyranny of the Bourses. ‘These 
alarms, these anxieties, which threaten war, 
and which might well in slightly altered cir- 
cumstances precipitate some overt act of it-- 
all is a mere counter in the game of money- 
making. It is all done by way of turning a 
few thousands one way or the other. What 
a lesson in that growing and gulling truth, 
the Tyranny of the Bourses ! 

Of really more serious importance is the 
attempt to occupy the Pamirs, to 
we, apparently, owe the present in- 
action in Peking; and’ we note concurrently 
that it was reported in the papers that the 
Chinese Minister to Russia had succeeded 
in detaching that country from the joint 
understanding in Peking.

The report 
is said to have been adopted unanimously ; 
and though it may not accomplish much or 
i greatly affect the work of Revisiun, it is 
bound to affect the public mind more widely 
than the brief reference to the question 
bodied in the last programme issued by 
Liberal party. Ou that occasion the 
question merely elicited a claim for the 
conclusion uf “Treaties on equal terms 
with foreign States.” Now a demand is 
advanced for the complete abylition of 
extraterritoriality and thy system of con- 
| sular jurisdiction thereby involved, Further, 
that “due and lawful measures be taken to 
change the present system of land tenure 
in the Settlemeuta,” that mixed residence 
be allowed from the date the ssid settle- 
ments are abolished, a special and separate 
ordinanes being recommended with re- 
gard to the settlement of aliensin the Hok- 
Kuido. The party offers little, itwi I be s 
by way of return, express provision being 
nude that foreigners shall be prohibited 
from owning, either by purchise or by 
mortgage, land, mines, railways, banks, 
ships, docks, shipbuilding yarws, water:

MEMORIAL SHRINE TO YANG YUEH-PIN. 


It will be remembered that when in 
August last year the late Governor-General 
of the Shenkan provinces departed this 
life, extraordinary honours were conferred 
on him by the Throne. Liu K’un-yi has 
now received s communication from Li 
Chéng-mou, Admiral-Commanding on the 
Yangtze, stating that it is proposed to erect 
by Reisets subscription a memorial shrine 
in hia honour at Tsaishih in Taipingtu, 
‘Anhui, and asking that momorialist would 
obtain the necessai mission. 

Memorialist woul int out that in the 
first year of Hsien Féng, Yang, in conjune- 
tion with Tstng Kuo-fan, was the man who 
in the teeth of extreme oj position and 
notwithstanding great difticubhes laid the 
foundation of a naval force. After he had 
Inid down his office as Governor-General 
of the Sheitkan provinces he was appointed 
in the second Year of the present reign to 
proceed with the late Péng Yii-lin on a tour 
of inspection along the Yangtze. The 
result of this inspection was the carrying 
out of important reforms, the abolition of 
many abuses und the establishment of the 
uaval force on the Yangtze on a solid 
basis, His name is still remembered with 
gtutitude by the people in these districts 
and memvtialist would strongly support 
the Admiral's application for permission to 
erect a shrine in his honour.—Request

SUICIDE OF A MILITARY OFFICER UNDER 
SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCES. 

The Deputy Lieutenant-General of the 
Manchu garrison at Ch'ingchou in Shan- 
tung reports the suicide under mysterious 
circumstances of Lo-fu, the Military Com- 
mandant of the town of Téchou. A few 
months ago the Iste Governor of Shantung 
wrote to the memorialist stating that he 
had received a petition from the deceased, 
relative to an attempt which he believed 
would be made upon his life by certain 
soldiers in the Manchu encampment, one 
of whom was represented to be an adept 
in the practice of witchcraft. Acting pon 
the Governor's advice, the memorialist, 
deputed an officer of the garrison to join 
the magistrate of the district in investi- 
gating the matter. ‘The evidence proved 
to be of a most conflicting nature and an 
application was made for having the case 
heard by the higher Court. Before, how- 
ever, this could be entertained intelligence 
was received that Lo-fu had shot himself, 
no cause for the act being assigned. The 
magistrate who held an inquest upon the 

y found the mouth and eyes closed, the 
teeth firmly set, the left hand half open, 
and the right grasping a gun. There were 
wounds measuring about an inch in circum. 
ference in the breast and the pit of the 
stomach, from which clotted blood and 
discoloured matter were oozing out. At- 
tached to-his girdle there was. strip of red 
paper on which there was sowne writing, 
charging three men by name with having 
entered into a secret conspiracy to take 
his life. The memorialist does not think 
that the deceased was & man who would 
venture upon such a rash act without some 
cause and he intimates his intention of 
having the matter sifted to the bottom. 

SUBSCRIPTION TO FAMINE RELIEF. 

The Viceroy wf the Shénkan provinces 
refers to an Imperial Decree, which he 
had the honour to receive some time ago, 
orderin to appoint a Committee to 
raise subscriptions for the relief of the dis- 
tress prevailing in the province of Chihli. 
He hus already reported the sums sub- 
scribed by General Lei Chéng-kuan and 
others and he now announces a donation 
of Tis. 500 from the Literary Chancellor 
of Kansu, who being a native of Chihli 
disclaims any intention of seeking for a 
reward. As, however, there are several 
Piscodents for bringing generosity of this 

‘ind to the notice of the Throne, the me- 
morialist ventures to suggest that some 
token of appreciation of his conduct should 
be conferred upon the donor.—Keferred to

iu, who combines great courage with 
much experience of military affairs, main- 
tained excellent discipline in the army and 
directed coast defence measures with 
energy and skill. Shortly after his arrival 
at Nanking the memorialist sent for the 
General to take charge of the defensive 
Preparations which aro being made on the 

‘angtze and along the coast, and he has 
found his services so efficient that he 
now formally applies for permission to 
retain him.—Granted by rescript.

The Governor of Chékiang mentions that 
nearly a year ago the Tactai at Wénchow, 
Yiian Fen-chih, received a communication.

the present time nothiug has been heard 
of his having put in an appearance at 
Peking. The acting appointment is being 


























held by an officer named Li Kuang-chiu, 
but as the Taotai at Wénchow is also 
Superintendent of Customs, it is important 
that the proper occupant of the post should 
return without delay. Yiian is a native of 
Shantung and the memorialist suggests

REINSTATEMENT OF A MAGISTRATE. 


The new Governor of Shantung states 
that his predecessor sent a magistrate 
named Chéng Tsu-chieh back to his native 
place under the impression that the man’s 
behaviour and conversation indicated a 
taint of insanity. Last year the Governor 
of the Metropolitan Prefecture wrote and 
informed Chang-yao that Chéng Tsu-chieh, 
who is a native of the Ta-hsing district, 
had long been troubled with a constitutional 
weakness, but that since his return to his 
home he had obtained a prescription 
which effected a complete cure of his 
ailment. When he came back to Shan- 
tung he was placed under the surveillance 
of the memorialist who, having questioned 
jim as to his old complaint, and his pre- 
vious services in the province, found him . 
highly intelligent and in full possession of 
his faculties. It is, therefore, suggested 
that he should be retained in Shantung 
aud employed in any capacity which may 
be deemed expedient.—Approved by Ke- 
script. 


MALPRACTICES CONNECTED WITH THE 
MILITARY PROFESSION, 

Chou Ta-wu, the Commander-in- 
of Kansu, adverts to a system whi 
vails toa very serious extent of military 
officers forging commissions and obtaining 
employment in provinces where theirantece- 
dents are not accurately known. He himself 
conducted a long series of campaigns during 
the late reign and had occasion to issue a 
large number of commissions of which no 
‘accurate returns were sent tu Peking durin 
those troublous times, It has come to his 
knowledge that many of these documents 
have got into the hands of people who are 
not entitled to make any use of them and 
that forged seals and forged documents 
purporting to have been issued by him are 
continually being presented as a means of 
obtaining military employment. In not a 
few instances that have come under his no- 
tice theoriginal holders havelong beendead, 
‘and their relations have either made use 
of the papers themselves or have sold then 
to others, An inquiry sometimes shows 
that the actual holder could not have been 
more than ten years af age when he perform- 
ed the feats for which the certificate wasissu- 
ed. To put an end to such flagrant abuses 
the memorialist has drawn up a code of rules 
by which he asks that all ‘Applications of 
the kind referred to should be tested i 
future.—Rescript; Let Chou Ta-tou write 
to the high civil and military authorities in 
all the provinces desiring them to institute 
careful inquiries on the subject.

BRIGANDAGE IN THY PROVINCE OF 
KUANGTUNG, 

The Viceroy at Canton forwards a report 
on the working of the system recently 
adopted for dealing with brigandage in the 
neighbourhood of Canton, 

it will be remembered that about two 
years ago the detective work in the Namhoi 
district was given over entirely to Admiral 
Fang-yao, who undertook to temodel the 
whole organisation connected with the 
preventive service. Shortly after this 
arrangement received the Imperial ap- 
rroval, the two districts of Hsiangshan and 
lsinhui asked that the Admiral should 
also assume crimival jurisdiction over 
them. A list of bandits captured and dealt 
with during the 16th year of Kuang Hsii 
































has already been published in the Gazette, 
and the present report covers only the 
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first five months of the present year. Ac- 
cording to # statement furnished by the 
Tate Admiral, 176 noted pirates were 
caught during this period, all of whom 
confessed to the commission of the gravest 
atrocities aud were summarily decapitated. 
Thanks to the exertions of Fang-yao and 
his staff, there has recently been a very 
sensible ‘decrease in piracy in the Namhoi 
and other districts, and it is asked that 
those to whose services this result is due 
may receive some recognition from the 
Government.—Rescript : Let recommenda~ 
tions be submitted in favour of the more 
deserving officers, but let there be no frand 
practised in making up the list.

SUCCESSFUL OPERATIONS AGAINST PIRATES 
AND BANDITS ON THE COAST OF HAINAN. 
The Viceroy at Canton reports the result 

of operations which were recent) 

ducted with great success against piratical 

‘bands and confederated criminals in the 

two Prefectures of Laichow and Kiung- 

chow, and solicits the bestowal of rewards 
m a number of officers who distinguish- 
ed themselves on the occasi ‘These two 

Prefectures, from their position on the sea 

coast, have always, the Viceroy remarks, 

been notorious as the haunts of pirates and 
members of criminal confederacies who 

Jeague together and commit excesses of 

every kind. Being well aware of their 

character in this respect, the memorialist 
issued instructions some’ time ago to the 
civil and military authorities concerned 
directing them to carry on detective work 
with zeal and not to hesitate for a moment 
to employ all the force at their spon 
in dealing with any formidable bands of 
marauders that might make their appear- 
ance. Towards the end of last year it 
came to the knowledge of Chu-ts‘ai, the 
‘Taotai at Kiungchow, that a band of crimi- 
nal confederates had’ assembled ata place 
called Hsihai in the Suihsi district and 
that their appearance had been the signal 
for a movement aniongst the piratical popu- 
lation of Hungehiangp‘u. Another band 
of desperadoes were at the same time 
plundering and destroying the shipping in 
the Hsiiwén and K'iungshan districts. 
‘The Taotai placed himself in communication 
withthe acting Brigadier General Li Hsien- 
;, and they concerted a plan of action. 
tie General, accompanied by a gunboat 
under the command of Captain Ch‘én, 

proceeded to Hungchiangp‘u where a 

dense fleet of piratical craft lay without 

taking the least notice of their approach. 

Ch‘én led his men to the attack and a fierce 

fight was maintained for over four hours, 

which resulted in the death of about 

& dozen of the leading pirates. A great 

number were wounded and many were 

drowned. ‘The remainder, finding it no 
longer possible to hold’ their ground, 
endeavoured to make their escape by

of ammunition were captured. An_attacl 

‘was thenmade upon the associated criminals 
at Hsihai, with the result that a score or 
more of the ringleaders were taken. 
‘Amongst the other things which fell into 
the hands of the Imperial troops was a 
paper containing the rules of the Society 
to which the criminals belonged, drawn up 
in 36 different articles, and a list of all the 
names of the members. The peal 
boats in the creeks between the Hsiiwén 
and Kiungshan districts were just making 
a movement to join their forces with the 
Hsihai contingent when a gunbost com- 
manded by Chou Chén-pang was sent to 
intercept them. Four of the pirates were 
killed, and the commander, taking to 
small’ boats with his men, succeeded in 
capturing 21 of the remainder. Sixteen 
people ‘who were being held to ransom 
were released, two boats and a e 
quantity of ammunition were capt 


con- | the 


and death by drowning awaited most of 
those who tried to make their escape. All 
the prisoners were forwarded to Kiungchow 
where they were tried by the Tactai. The 
evidence elicited clearly proved that there 
were three separate of depredators 
each with their distinctive, badges and 
under separate leaders. Ten of 

the ‘Elsihai beudite were condemned to 
the extreme penalty of the law, and of 
the maranders who infested the inlets 
between the Hstiwén and Kiungshan dis- 
tricts nineteen were sentenced to summary 
decapitation. Altogether, over 70 of the 
confederated criminals ‘were brought to 
justice, and security of life and property has 
consequently been established in Hainan. 
The Viceroy concludes by recommending for 
various forms of reward « number of officers 
who took part in the above operations, and 
in a postscript to his memorial he asks 
at a Peacock’s Feather should be confer- 
red upon the Taotai, Chu-ts‘ai, and the 
igadier General, Li Hsien-yi, should 
receive the brevet rank of Commander in

RESCUE OF TRE CREW OF A CHINA MER- 
CHANTS’ STEAMER OFF THE SHANTUNG 
PROMONTORY. 

The Governor of Shantung submits a 
memorial reporting the rescue of the crew 
of the 8.8, Fuyew and asking the bestowal 
‘of rewards upon the officials who exert- 
ed themselves in the matter. Sowe 


ears ago a Code of Salvage Regulations 
Was published under the authority of 
the Tsungli Yamén, in accordance with 


which the provincial authorities were 
authorised to submit for the bestowal of 
rewards of # high d the names of 
officials who had succeeded in rescuing over 
30 persons from a Chinese or foreign vessel 
in a sinking condition, the only limitation 
being that not more than three persons 
should be so recommended on any one 
occasion, The coast line off the Shantu 
montory in the Yungeh‘éng district, 
sing studded with hidden rocks, presents 
great danger to navigation, and it was this 
consideration which led the late Governor, 
Chang-yao, to take steps for the establish- 
ment of a life-boat service in the locality 
which, during its short existence, has been 
instrumental in rescuing many vessels, On 
the night of the 2th July, 1890, the s.s. 
Faye lost her course during a dense fog 
and struck upon a rock off the i 
district, knocking a hole in her 
which at once made it apparent that her 
ition was one of the greatest danger. 
wer 40 of the crew and passengers in 
trying to reach the boats, were precipitated 
into the water by the enspping of » haweer 
to which they were clinging. On receiving 
news of the casualty the acting magistrate 
of Yungch‘éng and officers of the life-boat 
service at once set off to the assistance of 
the vessel, and by means of expert divers 
succeeded in rescuing 31 persons from the 
water, the remainder numbering 11 being 
drowned. There were still 54 foreigners 
and Chinese on board the vessel, which sank 
immediately after they had been taken off. 
All the survivors were safely landed and 
duly provided for. Salvage operations were 
then commenced and, reckoned at one halfof 
its cost price, the value of the cargo salved 
amounted to Tis. 30,000. The case was 
reported by the Chefoo Taotai to the late 
Governor, who died before he had time to 
desl with it. His successor now recom- 
ends for various degrees of promotion 
e acting Magistrate of Yungch‘éng, 
Superintendent of the life-boat service, 
the Assistant Director of the same 
establishment, the three officers whose 





























exertions chiefly contributed to the rescue 
of so large a number of the crew and pas- 
sengers of the Fuyew and to the salvage 
of a considerable portion of her carge.— 
Approved by Rescript. 

RESCUE OF A CHINESE VESSEL. 

The same memorialist reports the assist- 
ance rendered to a Chinese vessel named 
the Chin-chieh-shun which struck on an 
unknown rock near Yangchushan in the 
neighbourhood of Tientsin on the L1th of 
June, 1890, and drifted in a leaky condition 
to Pachiaok‘cu, off the Fushan district in 
Shantung, where she sank. The authorities 
on the spot succeeded in rescuing 32 of the 
vessel's company, and recovered a portion 
of the cargo and a good deal of the ship's 
gear and fittings. ‘The cargo was sold and 
the proceeds given to the distressed men, _ 
whose wants were liberally supplied in 
other respects. The Governor asks that 
the two officers who effected the rescue 
may receive the rewards to which they are 
entitled under the Salvage Regulations,— 
Approved by Rescript.

MEMORIAL TO THE THRONE BY 
THE VICEROY A'l’ WUCHANG 
ON THE SENTLEMEN'T OF 
THE WUSUEH OUTRAGES. 


The Viceroy reverently submits a me- 
moral, in which he implores the Sacred 
Glance, reporting the steps taken in con- 
nection with the settlement of the questions 
urising out of the destruction of mesionary 
property and loss of foreign life at Wusueh 
in the province of Hupeh. ‘The memorialist 
would remark that after the occurrence of 
the missiovary troubles at Wubu and other 
places during the 4th moon of the present 
year, great popular excitement and wide- 
Lait danger existed throughout the whole 
valley of the Yangtze, owing to the false 
rumours which were current in every di- 
rection. In repeated instructions which 
¢ issued to the civil and military authori- 
ties, the Vieeroy strongly impressed on 
them the necessity of adopting secret and 
vigorous measures of a precautionary na- 
ture and of taking special care to provide 
for the protection of all places where 
foundling institutions existed in connec- 
tion with the fore; issionary establish- 
ments, Wusueh ted at a distance 
of 70 li from the district town of Kuang- 
chi, the only officials stationed in the place 
being the sub-prefect of Wusueh and 
Huangchou, and the sub-district de 
magistrates of Lungp‘ing and Makou. 
There was an English church there for 
preaching the Gospel, but no foundlin, 
‘establishment, and the ordinary people an 
the adherents of the foreign faith had long 
lived in harmony. On the evening, how- 
ever, of the 5th of June last, a man named

‘Auyang-li-jan, who is a native of the 
Kuangchi district and a member of the 
Catholic religion, arrived outside the town 


of Wusueh carrying four children, which 
he said he was taking to the Catholic 
establishment at Kiukiang. Kuo Liu-shou 
and some other depraved villains who hap- 

ed to notice the incident, erroneously 
imagined it to be a confirmation of the 
false rumours that had been circulated, 
and in a moment a crowd of noisy and 
turbulent people collected who, yielding to 
the false impression that the Waruch is 
sionary premises were for the recep- 
tion and nurture of swall children, threw 
stones excitedly through the windows, with 
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the result thata'ketesene oil lamp in one 
of the roonts ‘having been smashed, a fire 
‘broke out which spread and burnt’ down 
‘ghe of the foreign two-storeyed houses. 
‘The remainder of the buildings were 
Vikewise destroyed, and the rioters took 
advantage of the occasion to off sun- 
dry articles of property. ‘The deputy in 
charge of the Foreign Customs station at 
Wosueh, an assistant sub-prefect nained 
Hua P‘in-san, and sub-district deputy 
magistrate of Lungp‘ing, Tsou Chén-ch'ing, 
hastened to the scene of the riot to restore 
order, but they were both stoned and badly 
beaten by the mob. Two of the Missionaries 
connected with the chapel, Baden and 
Prothero, had previously gone away, the 
former ‘to Hsingkuo and the latter 
to Hankow, and only their wives and 
families remained in the Mission premises 
at Wusueh. A British subject named 
Green, who was a tide-waiter connected with 
the Foreign Customs station at Wusueh, 
anda British Missionary named Argent, 
who had been away elsewhere, set out, while 
the riot was still raging, for the scene of 
the fire to render assistance, and were 
immediately attacked and beaten to death 
by the rioters. The three foreign ladies 
of the Mission, with four children, made 
their escape through a back door and went 
first to the office of the Ma-kou-ssil, ‘The 
deputy magistrate, Ch'én Péi-chou, seeing 
the turbulent and excited state of the mob, 
did not venture to receive the ladies and 
children, who were escorted in separate 
parties by the runners and soldiers of the 














very suddenly without any warning, and it 
was not in any way a case of incendiarism 
for the sake of plunder. ‘The fact that two 
of the missionaries were absent at the 
moment the trouble took place, having 
gone away some days previously, proves 
that it was not a premeditated attack on 
the mission. Further there was an iron | 
safe on the premises which always con- 
tained valuables and which was not carried 
sway. This demonstrates beyond a doubt 
that, plunder was not the object of the 
rioters. 

Kuo Liu-shou admitted that, on seeing 
the children being carried away by the 
Catholic convert, he gave credence to the: 
false rumours that had been circulated , 
and originated the disturbance in whieh

the case and have it thoroughly investigat- 
ed. In due course of time the Consul 
forwarded copies of the depositions, ad- 
ding that the injuries sustained by the 
ladios wera very serious, and that one 
of them was, in the opinion of the 
foreign.doctor who examined her, pro- 
bably rendered incapable of bearing 
children. The subsequent investigation 
showed that the incident.really originated 
in the suspicions entertained ing the 
conveyauce of children and that theriot was 
caused by depraved clisracters inflaming the 
popular feeling. The disturbance occurred 























St? nce, the two criminals, in a matter 
* which did not concern them, stirred up the 
popular passions and created a riot which 
volved the death of innocent people. 
‘Their behaviour was of a blood-thirsty and 
daring nature which gives it a resemblance 
to that of local bandits and a degree of 
gravity which does not attach to ordinary 
‘cases of assault and’ battery by a number 
of people. The Viceroy recently had the 
honour to receive the Imperial Decree of 
the 13th of June last, in which the High 
Provincial Authorities were commanded 
to lose no. time in issuing instructions 
to the civil and military officials con- 
cerned, for the apprehension uf the 
Tingleaders in the rivts and, on proof 
of guilt, for their decapitation as a warning 
to others. These were the instructions 
under which the Viceroy considered it his 
duty to act. ¥ 
Kuo Liu-shou and Tai Yen-yii_ having 
been both convicted at the trial held by 
the commissioner, prefect and magistrate, 
of being the principals in this case, it was 
not advisable that there should be the 
least delay in carrying out their sentence, 
‘and the Viceroy ‘accordingly, in order to 
vindicate the majesty of the law, issued 
instructions for their immedinte decapita- 
tion, and for the exposure of their head 
by way of warning at the scene of the com- 
mission of their crimo. Instructions were 
issued to the prefect of Yii-kéng, who 
acted as Commissioner, to co-operate with 
the prefect and the magistrate in exami 
ing and taking the depositions of the eight 
accessories who took part in the attack 
upon the deceased, beat the foreign ladies 
and carried off miscellaneous articles of 
property. ‘T‘so Ch‘un-ts‘an, Tien T@ and 
two other soldiers, four converts, including 
Fang Hsin-hsing, and, Wang Chi-tso, Mr. 
Green’s cook, all of whom had been indi- 
cated by the British Consul as important 
witnesses, were confronted with the ac- 
cused, and the trial having been conducted! 
in due form, sentence was passed accord- 
ing to the provisions of the criminal law. 




















confessed that in the thick of the crowd they 
had jo stled the foreign ladies, but did not 
know whether the litter had sustained any 
injuries in consequence. Hei Féng-ch‘un 
added that he had picked up sundry articles 
which he afterwards threw away. Ch‘én 
Lien~shéng admitted having picked up 
some odds and ends of things which he 
also threw away. ‘The two prisoners Fan 
Seiizr.ei and Yi Lao-wu, both confessed 
that -on hearing of the disturbance they 
thong htof going to pick up what they could 
find, but could not crush their way to 
the ‘spot owing to the crowd of people. 
All the evidence was given without any 
renervation and the accused stood the 
ordeal of repeated and rigorous examina- 
tion without flinching. Their testimony 
‘was not contradicted in any way by the 
important witnesses who were confronted 
with them, and there was not the least 
concealment of the truth in the evidence 
that was given. ‘The Court therefore pro- 
ceeded to pass sentence on them. ‘The 
following are the clauses of the Criminal 
Code applicable wo the care :— 

(Q) Where a number of people enter into 
a plot to make a combined attack upon a 
person, the one who inflicts a severe 
wound’ upon a fatal part, is, ax explained 
above, sentenced to be strangled. Of the: 
others who have joined in the attack, 
those who are proved to have wounded the: 
person with « gun, knife, or other deadly 
weapon, are liable to perpetual banishment 
to regions in immediate proximity to the 
frontier. 

(2) Robbery with violence to the person 
is, in tho, case of a principal, punishable 
by ecapitation after the usual period of 
confinement and in the case of un acces- 
sory, the punishment is reduced one de- 
gree, and the culprit is branded. ‘The 
punishment is on the same scale if an 
accidental fire furnished an opportunity for 
the commission of the robbery. 

(8) For injuring a person in’ a fray aud 
bringing ons vetious illness which pre- 
vents her from bearing children, the 
punishment is 100 blows and banishment: 
to a distance of 3,000 li. 

(4) Where advantage is taken of a fire to 
commit » robbery, those of the criminals. 
who have been guilty of murder or vio- 
lence to the person, or have accumulated 
a large amount of plunder, are doalt with 
by the statute applicable to such offences. 
Such of them as have only shared in the 

plunder and rendered themselves liuble to 

mbooing and banishment in the t'n de- 
ree, receive « punishment higher by one 
jegree than that provided by the law for an 
offence of the kind where no fire occurred, 
the principal being sentenced to 100 blows 
and banishment to a distance of 3,000 
j, and the accessories to 100 blows and 
binishwent for three years with branding. 

(5) Where a person intends to commit 
a robbery, but does not actually get posses- 
sion of any of the spoil he is to be tried for 
a grave misdemeanour. 

@) For ® misdoneanour, where the 
circumstances are of a serious nature, the 
punishment is 80 blows. 

In the present case Hu Tung-6rh, hearing 
that a fire had broken out in buildings 
occupied by foreigners, went to the scene 
of the fire armed with an iron bar, and 
seeing a crowd of people surrounding 
and beating the foreigners, struck 
foreigner over the head with the iron bar. 
An iron bar comes within the category of 
deadly instrowenta mentioned in the law. 
Hu Tung-érh has therefore been condemned 
to banishment’ to a place close to the 























‘The report submitted by the Commissioners 
contained the following depositions :— 

Hu Tung-érh admitted that he had struck 
the tidewaiter, Green, over the head with 
an iron bar; Hu Shih-shéng confessed to 
having picked: up a stone and struck the 
tidewaiter Green a blow on the head ; 
Fe Erh-ti stated that he had thrown a 





stone and had wounded the Missionary 
Argent ; Hii Fépg-ch‘un and Ten Fu-érh 





frontier under the statute which prescribes 
this form of punishment where a number 
of people attack another and one of the 
assailants inflicts a wound with a lethal 


weapon. 
Hu Shih-séng and Li Erb-ti,, seeing 


that a. fire had accidentally’ broken 
out in foreign buildings, proceeded _ to 
the spot, and finding # number of peo- 


ple pursuing and beating the foreigners, 
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they picked up stones with which they 
struck and wounded the foreigners. The 
sentence upon both men is that thy 
receive 100jhlows, be banished to a distance 
of 3,000 li, and have the character ‘‘robber” 
branded upon their right fore-arm, this 
being the punishment ‘prescribed for an 
accessory to the crime of wounding in a 
case of robbery. Hii Féng-ch‘un, when 
the fire broke out in the foreign premises, 
went to see what was going on, and hap- 
pening to mect foreign Yadies in the 
surging crowd of people, he followed and 
jostied them. He stated that he did not 
now whether they had received any in- 
juries, but that the ladies were injured has 
een fully ascertained by the officials de- 
puted to deal with the case, ‘Treating the 
matter therefore as one in which the in- 
juries sustained had such serious conse- 
quences as to preclude the bearing of 
offspring, the punishment prescribed by 
the law is 100 blows and banishment to a 
distance of 3,000 li. The culprit is likewise 
liable, under the law applicable to robbery 
in connection with a fire, to a sentence of 
100 blows and banishment to a distance of 
3,000 li for having picked up some articles 
of property. Where the law prescribes 
the same punishment for two offences, 
sentence is pronounced upon only one of 
the two counts, Hsii Féng-ch'un has 
therefore been sentenced to 100 blows and 
banishment to a distance of 3,000 Ji, and 
the characters for “robber” are to be 
branded upon his right forearm. Téen 
Yu-érh jostled against the foreign ladies in 
the crowd of people, and although he stated 
that he did not know whether they had 
received any injuries and denied having 
icked up any articles of property, yet for 
jostling the foreign ladies he is liable to 
the same punishment as Hsii Féng-ch'un, 
and he has accordingly been sentenced to 
100 blows and banishment to a distance of 
8,000 1i, in accordance with the statute 
which prescribes this punishment for beat 
ing w person and causing her such serious 
harm that she is rendered incapable of 
bearing children, Ch*én Lien-shéng, hear- 
1g that a foreign house had caught fire, 
went to see what was going on and found 
a crowd of people surrounding and beating 
the foreigners. According to his own state- 
ment he took no part in the attack, but 
he admits having picked up a few articles, 
‘The law ix that when advantage is taken 
of an accidental fire to commit robbery, 
those of the criminals who have shared in 
the spoil and have become liable to bam- 
booing and banishment in the t’u degree, 
shall receive a punishment higher by one 
degree than that applicable to mere robbery, 
tnd that the accessories shall be condemned 
to 100 blows and banishment for three 
ears, Ch‘én Lien-shéng has accordingly 
een sentenced to 100 blows and banish- 
ment for three years, and is to have the 
characters for “robber” branded upon his 
face. Yu Lao-wu and Fan Ssu-mei learning 
that the foreign buildings had caught fire 
and that riotous proceedings were being 
directed against foreigners, bethought 
themselves of going to pick up some articles 
of furniture, but did not actually get pos- 
session of any of the plunder. They have 
each been sentenced to receive eighty 
blows under the clause of the law appli- 
cable to a misdemeanour of the kind. 

Rewards have been offered for the appre- 
hension of the offenders still at large, and 
as soon as they are arrested, steps will be 
taken for having them tried and punish- 
ed in accordance with the law. The 
sentences were duly revised by Yun Tsu- 

i, the acting Judicial Commissioner of 
Papeh, ‘on recipt of whose report. the 
Viceroy issued instructions for having 
‘them carried into effect. 

The acting deputy magistrate of Ma- 
kfou, Ch’en P'ei-chou, did not venture, 
in view of the excited state of the mob, to 
receive the foreign ladies and children 
and,.as a consequence, they were beaten 
and injured. In thishe acted very impro- 











perly and the Lieutenant:Governor has 
already been instructed to have him remov- 
ed from officeand deprived of his buttonasa 
warning and punishment. The sub-prefect 
of Wusueh and Huangchou, Ku Yiin-ch‘ang, 
is really an officer charged with the con- 
servation of the river embankment, and 
has never had any responsibility of a 
detective nature. As he has no special 
aptitude for the latter kind of work, 
and as it is essential that the Sub-Prefect 
should act in concert with the Magistrate in 
taking active measures for the apprehension 
of tha tomaining criniusls, ent tn-ah 
will be recalled to the provincial cay 
Tod another offical will bo depeted. to 
act as sub-prefect, with instructions to 
institute inquiries’ with a view to the 
apprehension of the offenders who are 
still at large. 

‘The severe sentences passed in ac- 
cordance with the law upon the various 
criminals were officially communicated 
through the Taotai to the British Consul, 
who, in acknowledging the receipt of 
the “despatch on the subject, stated 
that they were all just and adequate, 
and that he had no objections to offer to 
them. The above is « summary of the 
facts connected with the arrest and punish- 
ment of the rioters. 

‘The death under such circumstances of 
two unoffending men, the Tidewaiter Green 
and the Missionary Argent, is exceedingly 
sad, and it is right that a grant of compas- 
sionate allowances should be made, in 
order to manifest the earnest desire of the 

ernment to befriend the innocent. It 
is proposed therefore to give the families of 
each of the deceased a sum of $20,000. No 
ill-feeling has ever existed between the 
Missionaries at Wusueh and the people 
of the town, and the present instance, the 
riot in which the Mission 
destroyed, arose from suspicions and false 
rumours which had no connection with 
them, and was in no way caused by the 
Missionaries. It is right therefore that 
the authorities, by of showing their 
sympathy, should provide them with funds 
for rebuilding the premises and indemnify 
them for the property thnt was lost therein. 
The amount has been fixed on a liberal 
scale at $25,000. A sum of $65,000, equi- 
mt to, say, Tis, 45,000, has been ar- 
ranged by the Commissioner of Customs 
in consultation with the Consul and with 
the latter's approval, as the total amount 
to be paid in satisfaction of the various 
claims arising out of this case. The Con- 
sul has reported the matter to the Minister 
and is merely awaiting a reply to enable 
him to receive the money and close the 
case. The above is a summary of the 
measures taken with regard to the issue 
of. & compassionate allowance and the 
rebuilding of the Missi premises. 

‘The memorialist would of that the 
riots which have occurred with such fre- 
yuency in the valley of the Yangtze durin; 
the last few months in connection witl 
Missionary establishments have, for the 
most part, originated in the practice of 
receiving and bringing up young children 
which gives seditious characters an oppor- 
tunity of fabricating all sorts of false 
rumours to work upon the feelings of 
credulous and ignorant people. A distur- 
bance suddenly breaks out and: before 
order can be restored a great catastrophe 
has occurred. After the riot at Wusueh 
the Customs Taotai at Hankow, acting 
under instructions from the Viceroy, ad- 
dressed an official communication to the 
various Consuls and asked them, with a 
view to removing all grounds of suspicion, 
to direct the missionaries to cease for a 
time receiving young children into their 
establishments, on the understanding that 
they should resume the practice as soon 
as all pending cases were settled and the 
popular excitement had somewhat sub- 





























‘The Consuls having all agreed to 
the proposal, the Tactai was further 
directed to draw up in consultation

with the Consuls regulations providing for 
the periodical inspection every month of 
missionary institutions by officials and 
gentry deputed for the purpose. If com- 
pliance. with these regulations can . be 
| secured on the part ‘fall missionary estab- 
lishments, all grounds of suspicion’ will be 
removed and further riots are unlikely to 
Joccur. The memorialist has issued strin- 
gent instructions to the civil and military 
| authorities directing them to keep a careful 
watch from time to time, and in the event 
of their discovering any further anonymous 
placards circulating baseless rumours with 
the object of stirring up sedition, they are 
to offer rewards at once for the arrest of 
the culprits, who will be severely punished 
|under the instructions contained in the 
Imperial Decree of the 18th of June last, 
so that all attempts at incipient rebellion 
may be crushed. 

ff the cases that remained unsettled 
there were ouly two British ones—the 
first being that of a disturbance which 
Hsii Hui created against the Mission. 
aries in the Prefecture of Té-an, and 
the second relating to a dispute which 
a convert named Lan had with the mem- 
| bers of his Clan respecting the reten- 
tion of his name on the family register. 
Both have been brought to a close and. 
their settlement has been reported ofici 
ally to the Consul by the Taotai under in- 
structions from the Viceroy. The memori- 
alist has submitted a report on the whole 
case to the Tsungli Yamén and has for- 
warded the depositions and confessions 
taken at the trial of the guilty parties to 
the Board of Punishments.

Gentlewen,—The report and accounts 
for the half year ended 30th June last have 
been in yout possession fur sume time, and. 
T presume you will be agreeable to their 
being treated as read, 

Te was with much regret that the Directors 
at our last meeting found it necessary to 
recommend the postponement of the ques- 
tion of dividends until the present tim 
‘That course was unprecedented in the hi 
tory of the Company, but unfortunately it 
was justified, and cur feelings of disap- 
pointment are: now intensified by the fact 
that the position of 1890 account precludes 
the possibility of our recommending the 
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dectaration of any dividends on that year, 
and leads us to the conclusion that when 
the final result can be ascertained, there 
will be « loss upon the working account, 
though I venture to hope it will not be of 
any importance. 

With reference to the present year, Iam 
glad to cay that as far as is possible to 
judge it promises good results, and I trust 
We shall net under brighter citcumstances 
in the spring. 

You will observe that reference has been 
made in the report to the restriction uf the 
Company's general underwriting, and I 
may now explain that it is to that cir- 
cumstance that we attribute the decrease 
in premium income during the past ulf 
year. It is important to mention this, a8 
in consequence of the adverse results of 
the year 1890, it might be expected that 
the business of the Company would suffer. 
I am happy however to be able to state 
that, taking into consideration the general 
dullness of trade, our coutributurs appear 
to have given us their usual support, and it 
must_be as gratifying to the sharehulders 
as it is to the Directors to know this. 

At our last meeting « shareholder allud- 
ed to the volume of business trausucted 
by the Company, and to our comparative 

sition in regard to Capital and Reserv, 

‘und, and these subjects have since en- 
gaged the earnest atteution of the Board, 

We have not yet arrived at a decision 
upon these points, wishing to first ubtain 
the views of influential shareholders at 
home, to whom we deemed it udvisable to 
refer the utter, aud when these come to 
hand I hope to have some definite scheme 
to lay before you as to the reduction of 
Capital 

That is all I have to aay, but before put-

Mr, Schultz remarked that at the last 
meeting they were told that the Company 
had only done as badly as other companies,

‘The Chairman could only auswer the 
question by saying that the North-China | 
had been very unfortunate, while their 
competitors had been very fortunate. The 
present state of things was uot due to mis- 
management but to ill-luck, 

Mr. 8. Walker said it was the custom fur | 
their meetings to be very short, when! 
everything was going right and the ac- 
counts were satisfactory. This time the 
meeting would no doubt pass the accounts, 
but they were decidedly unsatisfactory. 
‘The Chairman had said the present state 
of affairs was due to bad luck ; but from 
what he (the speaker) had heard during 
his stay at home, he was inclined to think 
there were other reasons. In the first 
place, he would like to ask the position of 
Mr. Thorntou in the London office. 

‘The Chairman—Underwriter.

Mr. Walker—The result as far as I 
can ascertain in London has been very 
unsatisfactory, and the block risks have 





caused large proportion of the loss 
incurred by the North China. 

_ ‘The Chairman—Not 0 much as you 
imagine, 

‘Mr. Walker explained that he was giving 
information which he had obtained in 
London. As far as he could make out 
Mr. Thornton had been taking riske on 
Baltic and Tyne steamers, which were a 
very low claas of vessel, and heavy losses had 
heen made on them. He also heard that 
Mr. Thornton had been taking risks 
at very low rates to secure the whole 
lot, and in some cases reinsuring at 
the high rates, having to reinsure resulting 
in a loss to the Company. He (Mr. 
Walker) did not know if the Direc: 
tora had any kuowledge of these things ; 
but if they had not, it was as weil that be 
should bring them ‘forward, so that the 
Directors could inquire into the correctness 
of hie information, Mr, Walker added 
that he had heard that Mr, Thornton had a 
very bad memory, und some times took risks 
more than once, (Laughter.) He did not 
know whether that was correct or not, but 
the Directors had better inquire into it. Asa 
contributor cf business for over 20 years he 
(the speaker) had felt himself eniitled to 
look into these matters when at home and 
give the Directors all the information he 
could collect.

THE HUNAN MANIFESTO. 


To the Editor of the 
Norrs-Camva Darcy News, 

‘Sim,—I enclose a translation of s remark- 
able manifesto by the people of Hunan, 
I tled $, ‘* With one heart 
wwe offer up our lives,” and professes to be 
fan agreement entered into by all Hunan, 
‘The document speaks for itself, but I may 
3 well call attention to one or two points 
1 of importance. 











(1) There is not line in this d»cument to 
indicate that the peuple of Hunsn are in a 
state of rebellion. There can be no doubt 
as tothe intense hatred of the foreigner 
which inspired its every sentence, but there 
is not a word in it which does not evince 
the utmost loyalty to the Great Pure 
nasty. 

(2) The document bears no date, but it 
is doubtless a recent production, and is in- 
tended to meet the demands of the present 
exigency. The Powers are supposed to be 
bent upon opening Hunan, and the Hunan- 
ese assure the Emperor that they are pre- 
pared to fight, not only for Huuan, but for 
the Empire, "They are quite confident that 
they cau raise both the men and the money 
which may be required to attack and utterly 
destroy the foreign enemy, 

(3) The old policy of burning foreign 
premises ia to be given up, because it dues 
not pay. Foreign houses cannot be burnt 
without risk to the houses of the people. 
They are valuable property, and ought to 
be confiscated for the benetit ofthe revenue! 
And above all there is something in incen- 
diarism which the Hunan man feels to be 
somewhat trying to 











his compassionate 





heart!!! It is satisfactory to know that 
our property is now safe. “Tt is wo decreed 
by the Hunanese. 


(4) It would be interesting to know who 
itis that directs these movements. Th 
order one day is—* Murder and burn 
The next day the order is nough. 
‘There is to beno more massacre and no more 
incendiarism.” A mob can execute orders: 
but a mob does not plan and control. How 
can we Bet behind the mob aud catch the real 
criminal? Weare told that Li Hung-chang 
has undertaken that there shall be no more 
riots, It is interesting to notice that Hu- 
bout the same time, hi 

taken that there shall be no mor 
aris, ‘The coincidence may mean some- 
ig, it may mean nothing; in any case 
it is singular, and worth pointing out. 

(6) In the Hunan publications, the wor- 
hip of Jesus is represented as the worship 
of licentiousness. Our Lord is represente 
as a heg crucitied, and surrounded by male 
and female worshippers, sume on their 
knees and some indulging 
merriment. The term FR: 
Religion of the Lord of Heaven,” is gen- 


orally written FRED, “The Squeak of 
the Celestial Hog,” and the term RA, 
* Ocean Men,” (foreigners), is often written 
SEA “Goat Men." Hence the expression 
pig-goat-devils in the document, applied 
sometimes to foreigners generally, some- 
times to missionaries in particular, and 
sometimes to the native Christians, With 
this explanation your readers will have no 
dificulty in making out the meaning of the 
terminology employed in this remarkable

II.—In the case of travellers coming | 
to the province as traders, doctors, fortune 
tellers, &c., it is difficult to secure that 
among them there may not be pig-goat- 
devils, They shall therefore be subjected 
everywhere throughout the proviuce to 
the most rigorous search.

PIECE GOODS,—The stagnation which has been over our market for the pest few weeks does not appear to have reached the climax 
Hots for as time goes on business gets from bad to worse. Confidence is still very “shaky” and seems likely to be until the Fore 
owers decide, one way or the other, what they intend to do; meanwhile the trade of their nationals is being seriously interfered with, 
without any prospects of beneficial results to accrue now from the ‘big talk” that has been indulged in, but much more likelihood of 
further exclusiveness and obstruction after the delatoriness that has been displayed. ‘The Yangtsze valley districts are those most, 
affected of course, the merchants there being afraid to hold stocks, and no doubt the feeling of insecurity has spread to the Northern 
Ports to certain extent. The dealers here continue to aver that stocks are small in the country, andy with good crops ant! cheap 
money, appear to be at a loss to know why orlers do not come forward. | Scarcely any private business has been done, Importers being 
remarkably unanimous in their replies to any enquiries as to the state of their trade, and the low exchange ruling quenches all desire to 
force sales. ‘The auctions continue as usual, but the drooping prices bear witness to the want of demand. 
A few indents are reported to have been put through at prices which make the Manchester market as low as ever it was, but 
doubtless itis for exceptional things and not, general, though Cotton has declined the beat part of 4d. 
Bombay Yarn continues very dull and the advance caused by the ‘*boom” last’ month has been almost entirely lost, chiefly on 
account of Importers having to force sales in order to mect bills drawn against consiganenta.
